The report-of the Industrial Commission on the Bank of 


North Dakota, the Drake Mill; mill and elevator association and 
the Home Builders association is on file with the Secretary of 
State today, as required annually by law, and with the senate 
and the house of representatives. 


Based chiefly on the audit of industries made by the Equit- 


able Audit company, the report includes considerable discussion 
of the Bank «f North Dakota and the Drake, mill, but very little 
about the Home Builders Association. 
- The report is given as complete as to the three industries, 
and is made as of Dec. 31,19220. It compares generally with the 
report of Bishop, Brissman and company on the Bank of North 
Dakota, which was made as of Dec. 3, presents a complete bal- 
ance-ou-the-Home Builders association but gave few details-uf- 
the operations of this industry, and contains an'elaborate dis- 
c-ussiou of the Drake mill.
